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PREFACE. 


The  author,  in  presenting  this  Elementary  Text  Book 
to  the  consideration  of  the  public,  claims  for  it  a  place 
only  on  its  merits.  It  has  been  his  aim  to  simplify  as  far 
as  possible  much  of  the  confused  matter  often  found  in 


similar  works;  to  rearrange  that  which  has  been  used 
before  in  various  shapes,  and  to  illustrate  the  forms  and 
principles  of  the  Greek  syntax  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
diligent  student  may  have  little  trouble  in  mastering1  it.

It  is  supposed  that  this,  as  an  introductory  book,  is 
sufficient  for  most  purposes  in  preparatory  instruction. 
Very  many  of  the  sentences  that  make  up  the  exercises 
are  taken  from  the  Anabasis.  In  this  it  differs  but  little 
from  Boise’s,  White’s,  or  Leighton’s  Elementary  Lessons. 
Manj  extracts  in  those  works  will  probably  be  found  here 
vit:i  little  change  or  modification.  A  few  suggestions  are 
taken  from  the  admirable  little  treatise  of  Dr.  Harkness, 
of  Brown  University  (IIarkness’  First  Greek  Book). 

11k-  plan  of  this  work  was  designed  to  be  in  imitation 
of  Jones’  First  Lessons  in  Latin;  a  book  that  has  no 
superior  of  its  kind.  This  Text  Book  is  intended  to  be 
to  the  elements  of  the  Greek  what  “Jones’  Lessons”  is  to 
the  elements  of  the  Latin  language:  a  dear  and  concise 
statement  of  the  rudimentary  forms  of  the  language ,  with 
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copious  notes  and  references  to  the  Grammars  of  Goodwin 
and  Hadley.  The  verb  is  introduced  early  and  is  carried 
through  the  entire  work,  so  that  the  student  may,  by  the 
time  the  book  is  completed,  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  it 
in  its  several  forms. 

It  may  be  often  found  advisable  to  devote  two  or  more 
recitations  to  a  lesson ;  in  which  case  the  Greek  with 
vocabulary  may  be  assigned  as  one  recitation,  and  the 
English  as  another.  Each  lesson,  with  few  exceptions,  is 
intended  to  be  the  length  of  a  recitation.  The  question  of 
length  the  instructor  is  to  decide  for  himself,  according  to 
the  ability  of  his  pupils.  The  use  of  the  blackboard  can¬ 
not  be  too  highly  recommended.  In  my  own  classes  I 
have  found  its  daily  use  indispensable. 

In  addition  to  the  works  already  mentioned,  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  these  Elementary  Lessons,  I  have  freely  con¬ 
sulted  the  Greek  Grammars  of  Kuhner,  Curtics,  Crosby, 
and  Arnold’s  Greek  Prose.  Yet  there  will  probably  be 
found  mistakes ;  in  respect  to  which  I  invite  friendly 
criticism,  and  shall  be  glad  to  note  any  correction  that 
may  be  offered.  Words  that  cannot  be  found  in  the 
regular  vocabulary  of  each  lesson  will  be  found  in  the 
General  Vocabulary.  Words  which  occur  in  the  exercises 
that  are  not  given  in  the  vocabulary,  if  Greek,  are  trans¬ 
lated  in  parentheses ;  if  English,  they  have  the  Greek 
ffiven  in  like  manner.

The  book  is  a  two-term  study  and  can  be  easily  com¬ 
pleted  in  that  time. 

Under  Part  II.  I  have  given  a  few  selections  taken 
from  the  Anabasis  and  Memorabilia  of  Xenophon.  The 
selections  from  the  Anabasis  include  extracts  from  the 
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first  and  sixth  chapters  of  Book  I.  The  selection  from 
the  Memorabilia  is  “  The  Choice  of  Hercules.’’'1  If  it  is 
thought  best,  the  entire  select  reading  may  be  omitted, 
and  the  student,  as  soon  as  he  has  completed  Part  I.,  may 
take  the  Anabasis,  though  it  will  be  found  to  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  class  to  read  the  selections  with  constant 
reference  to  the  Grammar.  The  Grammar,  indeed,  should 
be  the  student’s  vade  mecum,  and  every  article  should  be 
carefully  studied. 

With  the  hope  that  these  Lessons  may  meet  the  public 
approval  and  may  be  found  serviceable,  I  beg  leave  to 
offer  them  to  the  public.
